AFTER MORE THAN two ytinrs of Arguments, 

wiBmuIi, Mumtlom mod counter-accusations 
the United State* and the Soviet Untan have ffenaDy 
agreed on the subjects to be discussaS by the Interna¬ 
tional disarmament conference. 

Now that a compromise agenda has been ap¬ 
proved the 17-natlon body can get down to the Job 
for which It was treated: the exploration of the poa- 
slbiUtlea of establishing an agreement under which 
the major nuclear nations would physically reduce 
their existing armed forces, their stockpile of weap¬ 
ons and their future production of arms. 

Though undoubtedly any such plan would do 
much to ease p res ent world tensions it is extremely 
unlikely that either the RuaMans or the Americana 
would allow it to reach a stags whops It would seri¬ 
ously impair their ability to defend themathma. And 
In these days a nation can only be said capable of 
defending Itself If it p o mes— sufficient wea p ons to 
obliterate the enemy. 

Therefore it should he realised that such a pro¬ 
gram to begin with would only ItooN the redu c tio n 
—or destruction—of obsolete or superfluous weapons 
of war. 

And though this would be highly spectacular— 
Canada, for Imtanee, Is considering throwing some 
old Lancaster aircraft into the much touted “bomber 
bonfire”—it would do nothing to lessen the actual mili¬ 
tary strength of any participating nation whether It 
be Canada. Britain, the United States or Guatemala. 

Nevertheless It would be foolhardy to oppoat the 
scheme even though its immediate effects appear to be 
negligible. Once the initial move Into the field of dto- 
armamtoit la mads hopes can be entertained that Its 
area of operation will be progresslvaly widened un¬ 
til more practical steps are taken to one* and for sll 
rid the world of the spectre of maas destruction.

Stolen ‘Constable’ 




Expert Doubts 
Painting’s Value

The treasure of an 82-year 
old Victoria woman - a paint¬ 
ing which had keen honored as 
a genuine Constable “for at 
least 120 years" in her family, 
history — has probably no 
unique value. 

This was dlacioeed by an art 
expert at the Jury trial in 
Assise Court yesterday of 
James Hsrker of Vancouver, 
charged with theft of a paint 
tng from Mr*. Isabella Mowat.] 
MS Niagara, on or about Dec. 
17. 

In testimony. Mr*. Mowat 
made constant reference te her 
Joy In being surrounded by 
artistic treasures, antiques as 
well am paintings.

Unending Headache 


If M. V. CSHNUT, FBHS 

"Couch grass hath coarse leaves 
of a whitish frame color, and creep- 
eth hither end yon in the ground 
with long white root*. Insomuch aa 
where It hopneth in gardens among 
the pot-herbs, grate labour must be 
taken to daitray it, aa each piece of 
roote will grow and every way dilate 
ItaaK, aa an infirm!tie or plague.’’- 
Gerard a Hartal, 19K. 

Gerard aaith a mouthful in hie 
treaties on court grass, written away 
hack in the year 1396. K was a head¬ 
ache to gardeners 400 yean ago and 
it it still one of the moat persistent 
and difficult weeds we have to con¬ 
tend with. It is spread by Its seeds, 
which are produced in great profu¬ 
sion on mature plants, and by direct 
invasion of Ita nres pk n , u nderground 
atoloni. 

* * * 

In cultivated ground, hoeing does 
not help mart—In fact, It can spread 
•he pest, for chopping the roots to 
Mts a imply m a ke# a doaen plants 
spring up for each on* there before. 
Every tiny Mt of succulent white 
stolen left In the ground la capable 
of growing, aa John Gerard found 
out in his London garden so many 
yearn ago. 

Fortunately, we have chemicals 
today which do a good Job of clearing 
out couch grass in fallow land. 
Dalapon, put out by the Dow 


Chemical people, la dissolved in 
water and sprayed or watered on the 
infeeted plot, where the active ingre¬ 
dient Is absorbed through the leaf 
pores and translocatad to the roots, 
killing them moet effectively. 

* * * 

If the chemical la applied lightly, 
wetting the leaves without too much 
drip to the ground, It is usually 
possible to plant up the plot after 
about six weeks. It la always a wise 
precaution after such treatment, 
though, to try a test sowing of some 
quick - germinating seeds such aa 
radish before going ahead with full- 
scale planting. 

It Is when court grass invades the 
lawn that the real headaches begin, 
for Dalapon klDa ALL grasses. To 
the best of my knowledge, there is 
no chemical on the market which will 
kill couch while sparing the desirable 
lawn grasses. Crab grass can be 
killed In lawns but not court, which 
is an entirely different critter. 

Until recently, the only way to 
deal with an infested lawn was to kill 
off the whole thing, wait until the 
chemical was dissipated, then plow 
up the dead sod and build a new 
lawn. Thanks to scientists of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
though, a simple though long and 
laborious technique has been devised 
for eliminating couch grass from the 
lawn. 

This is no magic, overnight cure 


but requires determination, perse¬ 
verance and considerable elbow grease, 
and the first step is to set up your 
lawn mower until it Is cutting high, 
leaving the graas at least an inch 
long after mowing —114 inches la 
better. 

Next, mow the lawn regularly 
twice a week, sticking to this schedule 
with an Bimoat religious fervor. 
Actually, this lsrt't as much work aa 
it sounds, for with a modern motor 
mower, set high, and with only three 
days of growth on the graas, you 
can whip through this chore without 
too much effort. 

* 4 * 

Finally, you must feed your lawn 
with any good lawn fertiliser every 
fourth week throughout the growing 
season. The applications can be a 
little lighter than the usual once-a- 
year dressing, for the trick here la 
to keep the grass growing hard, with¬ 
out any let-up or slowing down, all 
summer long. Plenty of water is, of 
course, a must. 

-This combination of high mowing, 
frequent mowing and heavy feeding 
thickens the good lawn grasses hut 
weakens progressively the Invader 
grass, which has a naturally taller 
habit of growth and suffera under 
this regime oti constant beheading. 
The Job may take a year or more, 
but if followed conscientiously, every 
■Ingle tuft of court will disappear 
from your lawn.
